gallantry, occurred at ono of the court 
bull-!. 
It is claimed 
by .some writers 


that tha story h only a pretty fublc, and 
that Edward established the order to COBI- 
uieuioratc bis victory of the battle of Cres- 
sy. They may be correct, but tboso people 
who are not iconoclasts will be inclined to 
cling lo the more romaulio version. Ttvo 
others of the royal prderaof Great Britain 
are of a somewhat similar character and, in 
their way, as eagerly sought for—thi order 
of the Thistle (aid the order of St. Patrick. 
The first is given only to the highest of tho 
Scotch and the second to the highebt of tho 
Irish nobility; the second order, however, is 
of much moro recent crealiou. The order 
of thoTMstlo or Kt. Andrew, the patron 
saint of Scotland, was instituted 'in the year 
MID by James II. of Scotland; but during 
the troublous times which preceded and fol- 
lowed tho death of Mary Quccri of Sopls.tho 
'order was lost Bight of, and remained }n 
abeyance until James I. of Eugland ro-es- 
lablislicd it. The revolution of ISM again 
throw a cloml over tho order of tho Tbibtle, 
but Queen. 
Anne, desirous of conciliating 


tbo Scotch nobility, and drawing thoir 
loyalty from tbo pTetendcr'n .causo to her 
own throne, again established the order In 
1SC:1. Actuated by tbo Karno motives ns his 
predecessor, George I. solemnly confirmed 
the act of QUQCU Anne, and from | that day 
totbis tho order of the Thistle has been 
dear to tho heart of the bluest blood of 
Scotland, 'i'be order of St. Patrick was 
created by George III., in 1S73, also from 
political motives. By such'a compliment 
h* hoped to rally round him those of the 
Irish r-obility who were wavering in their 
allegiance, aud.lo do a lillle something to- 
ward mitigating the discontent and dis- 
loyalty of the great main of tho Irish peo- 
ple. 
Since the union of Great Britain and 


Ireland the reigning sovereign has always 
been tho chief arid tho lord lieutenant tbe 
grand master of tho order.

The king, on hearing of 
the matter, immediately left tho Imth and, 
having dressed himself, repaired to the 
presence chamber to giva midionco to Ib* 
widows. 
AH he passed through tlio crowd 


of attendant courtiera he said to them; 
'Gentlemen, tha 
performance 
of 
my 


duties as king must take precedence of my 
pleasures." To impress more fully this re- 
bake upon the minds of his courtieis, he at 
once instituted an order of knighthood and 
styled il the order of tho Bath. Thoso writ- 
ers who deny the truth of Ibis story, among 
whom is Froissart,carry the Institution of the 
order of the ISath back as far as the first 
crusade. For three centuries it was the 
practice of thft kings and queens of England 
to create n number of knights of tbe Bath in 
honor of their own coronation, Charles 
It. was the -lust to avail himself of this 
privilege, and 
sixty-eight knighU 
were 


created in his honor. During the reigns of 
Jnmos n.,Willicm III. And Mary and Anne, 
tbe order was neglected and fell inlo desue- 
tude. It was, however, revived by Georg.1 
I. in 172."), and it was enlarged and its im- 
portance greatly increased by George III. in 
1315. The order now consists of three 
classes-knights grand cross, knights conf- 
manilers and knights companions. Ilia two 
first ranks can only be conferred on major 
generals in tho army nnd rear admiral*) in 
the navy, and to attain the first it is imper- 
ative to bo already a member of the second. 
No naval or military officer can receive the 
dignity of even tba (bird and lowest rank 
unless hois in possession of a Hiedal of re- 
ward for valor, or has bec-n specially men- 
tioned for merit in tho despatches of his 
commanding officer. In tbe 
CASO of civil- 


ians, the honors of tho Bath aro bestowed 
wilh still greater cconony, tlie number of 
civilian knighlj grand cross being restricted 
to twelve. There is only one other order 
emanating from the sovereign of Great 
Hrilain. The order of the Slur of India 
was institutoJ by Quc«n Victoria M the 
h«d of the imperial government of India, 
to commemorate the suppression of ibe 
Indian mntiny. Tho honors of Iho Star of 
India are to be confined to native princes 
conspicuous for Iheir loyally and good gor. 
eminent, and to thoso of her maj«ly'» 
officers whj may make themiclves conspic- 
uous for their bravery or sdminhtrativc 
talenli. 


France, with ftll hir glorious memories of 


the baltle-rjel'T, possesses but one order— 
that of the Legion of Honor. The grtrJ 
revolution twepl away allorrtcra a? it did all 
lilies. 
Kapolecn, however, WIH far loo 


shrewd a general rot lo know Ihe value of 
such rewards in alimnlaling (ho (tjrril dc 
rorja of an army. He established thoorder 
of-the Legion of Honor by imperial decree' 
and to make it Ibo moro valuable he for- 
bade anybody to wear the decoration of 
any other order, even when conferred by k 
foreign government which was, for tho 
time being, his ally. Ho also introduced a 
novelty into Iho order—the clause c-nscling 
ttiattho doing of anything the penalty of 
which was tho forfeiture of the rights of 
citizenship involved the loss of tbe right to 
wear tho order.
